The Governor of Kentucky is sworn to sop- 
port the Constitution of ihe United Sate*. So 
is the Lieutenant-G ocrnor. So are the Ken- 
tucky Senators and Il-prcsentatives in Con- 
gresa.

The facts will not justify it, for, as we all know, 
tlie Government i- m..k:iig a dete-rmined effort 
to assert by force the authority ol the nation. 
The revolution is not consummated and may 
never be. Public law will not justify it, be- 
cause public law recognizes such a state ot 
tacts as pro. f of ths continued existence of the 
nation. "The habitual ola>.iienee of the mem- 
la-rs of any political siaicty to a superior au- 
thority," says Whcaton, one of the latest as 
well as most authoritative writers on the law 
of nations, "must have once existed in order 
to constitute a sovereign State. But the tem- 
porary suspension of that otieiliencc and of that 
authority, in consequence of a civil war, docs 
not necessarily extinguish the being of tie 
State, although il may till'.-ct for a lime its 
ur Jinarr relations with other Banana " Tb» as- 
sumption is thus without foundation, and the 
arpuiiient built ujion it tumbles to the ground. 
Tue clumsy and flimsy fabric of casuistry erect- 
ed by "M" disapjioars before the first breath of 
true ethics. 

We, however, have not reproduced the com- 
munication of "M ' barely to expose its soph- 
istry, which every man of ordinary aeutcness 
even without the aid of a healthful conscience 
must sec through at a glance, but especially for 
the purjiose of calling attention to the condi 
tion ot feeling and of view which the impious 
rigmarole evinces on the part of the secession- 
ists amongst us. Let no one supp ise that such 
miserable trilling with the sanctities of con- 
science is conlined to the Courier's correspond- 
ent. The cdlencc is a common one in the 
ranks of the secessionists. 1 'nibal.lv not one 
secessionist in fifty is guiltless of it. It u 
almost as common as sccessionism itself. "M." 
is a representative man. lie speaks for the 
secessionists generally. I- not this a startling 
condition of things? What could indicate 
more impressively the demoralizing tendency 
ot the whole secession movement? What 
could show more clearly the tearful degree to 
whieh the ilemoralizitiim has advanced in the 
midst of us? And what could point out more 
distinctly the great peril on the edge of whieh 
we arc nil standing? When the grounds of 
moral obligation are thus mined in a iiimniu- 
nity. there can lie no security that the whole 
social fabric will not lie flying in the air at 
any moment: — no security, we mean, save the 
unsleeping vigilance and dauntless fidelity and 
invincible steadiness of the loyul and the true. 
Under Providence, in these high qualities of 
tiianlv character, native to the b >sonu of 
Kentuekians, an.l inspired by every pulsation 
of tlie Kentucky heart, we put our trust. And 
wc invoke tlicir especial activity in the breasts 
ol the Union legislators at Frankfort.

We doubt 
very much whether the Southern States, whilst 
they have so much upon their hands in other 
parts of the country, could spare a hundred 
thousand men to rush to Kentucky, but, wheth- 
er they could or not, we must aay, though of 
course duly thankful for the orl r, that we 
don't want a hundred thousand men mshim 
to Kentucky from the South.

Mr. Goodloe moved to strike 
out the sum of acoo,fKiOf)ir training and instruct- 
ing in camps, &c., and appropriating £150,400; 
distributed for compensation of officers, W:c.. 
#350.000; for artillery horses. *K;,000; tents 
#et.00n : camp xguipage. $10,000; transportation,

0O0; contingencies, £36,000. Mr. Cnderwood 
said it was necessary, in case the whole amount 
could not be l«.rrowed, to discriminate whether 
such amount as might I >e obtained slauld be de- 
voted to camp instruction or tbe purchase of 
arms.

pathies nor fire the patriotic ardor <if his bearers. 
He attempted a long argument on State sover- 
eignty, and yet the deduction from his remarks is 
unavoidable that the States n*ver had absolute 
authority. Tbey were colonies first of (ireat 
Britain; wben they revolted, they became suls- 
ject to tbe articles of Confederation or league of 
States: and wben that was set aside, they twearne 
subject to tbe Const itution of tbe I'nited Slate*. 
Sv that at no time did they possess or even exer- 
Mr. Machen thinks, 
t there is degradation to the State if she 
arm to tbe teeth and make our whole 
bristle Itke a porcupine with bayonets snd 
rifled cannon, as if we were to lie overrun bv an 
invading army. In this I think his imagination 
runs away with bis reason, and colors his facts all 
blood-red. He thinks Lincoln cannot control the 
of th.. N. rth. and that tbey are Is und to 
i South, and that Lincoln himself is 
< if courts there is no argument to 
to such stretches of imagination or such 
obvious perversion of facts through tbe medium 
of t(.e wild insanity of tbe secession leaders. Mr. 
Machen is a very able gentleman, and it it deeply 
to be regretted thst his powers are exerted in so 
dangerous a direction, f t extendi d his remarks 
to a very- late h< ur. 

Mr. llurnatii replied briefly to show that no 
s-aiement had been made to justify such an ex- 
penditure for camps of instruction. There is 
now, by existing laws, ample oprsirtuni'y for 
musters to secure all the advantages proposed by 
this bill, and in view of the depressed condition 
of the treasury as indicatid by t be Governor in 
his message, he was opposed to any inordinate ex- 
penditure. The courage and ca|iacily of Ken- 
lackUns have been testified before I hi", and they 
have not deteiioratid. He was for neutrality, 
for responding to tbe wishes of the 100,000 and 
more voters on tbe It Ii of tbe month, and for 
listening to the prayers and entreaties of our 
mothers, wives, and sisters, who had a*kid us 
to avert fn in Kentucky the horrors of civil war. 
That was the true policy of tbe State and all the 
talk of the gentleman from Lyon (Mr. Machen) 
about Abe Lincoln could not destroy tbe Govern- 
ment, ard it would outlive both bim and Jeff 
Davis. He bad .-.pal MM ]•: for tbe Illinois 
abolitionist and thu Mis-i.«.*i|.pi repudiator. Hut if 
tbe imagination of gentlemen invoked apprehen- 
sion uf danger from the North, there were symp- 
toms of xpal danger coming to us from tl.e 
South. Tbe malarious fever will soon affect the 
gulf States, and tbey will want to transfer their 
war to our tine snd healthy Stateand render Ken- 
tucky what miserable old Virginia now is — one 
vast military camp. We shall have to supply 
tbe provender for their horses and tbe bretd for 
their soldiers if we do not maintain the proud 
p H-ition of neutrality which by repeated voles tbo 
Legislature has resolved to maintain. We 
should not repudiate our obligations to the 
Constitution of tbe I'nilrd States and tbe 
Federal Government.

When the House rrassombled yesterday aftor- 
noon. Mr. Cleary, of Harrison, took tbe floor and 
corrusrated for almut half an hour. I never saw 
any man so completed surroundutfwilh lire works, 
whose mouth belched forth tech forked tlame*. 
He was a small secession volcano in active erup- 
tion. He said that the bank- might refuse lo 
lend money to the State except on condition that 
they conld ursurp executive authority by declar- 
ing the manner in w hich the fund should be used, 
but there were true-hearted citizens in this State 
and in tbe far South who would help Kentucky to 
vindicate her honor. He panegyrised Jeff Davis 
as tbo onlv rightful executive in the country and 
denounced Lincoln ss a de?pot. perjurer, traitor, 
and usurper, who was desiring to subjugate the 
South. He thought the next Congress would not 
sanction the actt of Lincoln and that 
would lead to a recognition of the 
Southern Confederacy, or else Lincoln 
would have to maintain himself by a continued 
military despotism. Mr. C. hsd much to sty of 
s war of subjugation, of Lincoln as a perjured 
man. and his design to cut tbe throats of our 
Southern brethren, lie did not like tbe expression 
of --miserable Virginia,'' as applied to that Slate 
by Mr. Hurnam. and hoped that Kentucky would 
emulate the example of her mother, lie belia ved 
that at this time there were true men in Ken- 
tucky who would rally to resist an attack on Vir- 
ginia or on this State. Louisville might let the 
usurper and his myrmidons blockade the Nashville 
railroad, but if they came into tbe State by an- 
other railroad, there were a tbousaml men in his 
county who would seize their ritiet and mow 
down 'the infamous scoundrels. He did not like 
the tubmissionists tn denounce him and those who 
ac'ed with him as secessionists, and warned them 
that it could not be done without resistance. He 
said lie owed olsodience to the Constiiution of the 
I nited Stales, but owed no allegiance to the 
u*urper Lincoln, lie thinkedGid lhat Governor 
Magotlin had returned the answer be did to the 
Federal r«i|ni«ition for tnop-. and bt w< uld he 
sustained by nineteen twentielhs— ye*, by all of 
Kentucky— in I is resistance to tyranny. Had he 
been in tbe Governor s position, he would have 
repeatid - So to the ropiest with sn emphasis 
which would have struck terror to tbe ear of the 
infamous tyrant. 

Hut why proceed with this terribly humiliating 
scene on the floor of a Kentu.ky Legislature? 
Mr. Cleary is an abstemious man, though so very 
infrmperate in his language. He does not in- 
dulge in title whisky, bul he seemed to have in- 
dulged in "potations |H»ttle deep of gun|iowder 
tea and then set up a recruiting c llice for Jeff. 
I >av i- anil tbe Cotton Confederacy and thrown off 
Id •allegiance to the Federal Government as easily 
and carelessly as if it were an old slipper while 
thetlagof bis country was streaming over the 
Slate Capitol, in admirable contrast with tbedi.-- 
tempored retnaiks. of the meml>*r fmm Harri- 
son was the calm, logical, patriitic, and states- 
manlike rejoinder of Judge Cnderwood. He re- 
ferred to insinuations lhat he had deserted hi* 
own hill, which appropriated two and a hi. If mil 
lions of dollars, and defended the policy of hit 
course. He wat never in I he bahit of dodging 
responsibility. If his propositions were attacked, 
unless he were so prostrated that he coull make 
no resistance, he usually defended them to tbe 
end in the best manner possible. After showing 
that the origin i f our dillii-.tltiei was in the wa t 
of nerve of Mr. Hi chanan, and that t lie I'nion 
men now wire not for Mr. Lincoln but for the 
support of the laws. Mr. C. said it was idle to 
make large appropriations without considering 
where the money was to c >me from and arrang- 
ing to meet the outlay by taxation. He was 
ssirous of affording tranquillity 
citizen of Kentucky. Among 
those imtiued with \hn secession faith 
thtre were many friendt whom he love ', and in 
these intemperate times he was fearful that Ken- 
tmkians would wage war upon Kenturkians and 
begin to shed oicli other's I I s. 1. What consid- 
erations could justify men in raids and pillage of 
their at ioliU.rs and maltreatment of their wives 
and children, b«cau*e they did not think alike on 
political matters? B* h. ped to treat all who dif- 
fered with bim kindly ai d respec'fully, and he 
hiped the same feelings would operate upon them. 
If, from our human organization, we cannot be 
governed by rational sentiment, hut require laws 
to curb u«, it was the duty of wise legislation to 
inquire what machinery could l>est preserve pub- 
lic order. He had attempted to devi*e it, and 
asked himself if there was no conservative ele- 
ment to which an afpNe might lie made. If 
there was, il must Iks found among the citizens of 
mature age and experience who bad outgrown 
their youthful excitements and knew that great 
things are seldom achieved by fuss snd fury. He 
had. therefore, selected as the element of the 
Home Guatd men of forty years, and men who 
had wives and Hocks of children and homes to 
defend. Others of that age who were not house- 
might tie at conservative as bead* of 
were, but no man hastens so quickly to 
put out a tire ss when his own house is in llames. 
He hsd selected men of the age of forty, becaure 
if a war should ensue in our ell'.irts to maintain 
neutrality, he did not wUh to interfere wilb the 
organized enroll*.! militia, and by turning to the 
csn3us tablet he found that it woull takt) only 
every eighteenth man. and thus leave seventeen 
out of every eighteen for active service. There 
were a liulsover 18i;,000 militia in our Stat*, 
and one eighteenth would leave but about IMHL 
and a, there might lie some men over forty-live 
wh > would j >in the Home Guard, half the num- 
ber of muskets provided by this bill would leave 
but U.oliO guns to be put in tbe hands of the con- 
servative element— the men who ought to have 
the pnwer to freserv-e the peace in their own 
counties. 

Judge L". showed bow secessionists and I'nion- 
ists might become embroiled and be had provided 
against that. Now we have four or five men in 
every county who are priviliged to call out the 
militia on the pretext of preserving the peace. 
He saw danger in that and investigated to see if 
there was any better scheme than now exists un- 
der the laws. There might be a secession Judge 
ai d a I'nion Sheriff in the same county, and one 
u uld order c impiny A to tire on a crowd and the 
other might order (ompany- I to attack company 
A. To remedy this he had provided that there 
should be but one officer invested with such pow- 
er.and he was to be elected by those mo*t interested 
in preserving the peace. Ha feared that the 
county of the gentleman from Lynn wat ttronglv 
npp-sed to hta in polity, but if be lived 1 



ereed, be would throw him elf upon the mtgns- 
nimity of hit opponentt and, upon compulsion, 
tubmit to t heir sut hority. Thus he believed t hat 
the Home Guard was the very l>est mschinery to 
break up the difficulty of conflicting orders. It 
has heen mid that the bill interfered with 
the functions of the Governor, but that 
it not so. Tli3 Governor it to take com- 
mand in perron, if be sees proper, but be could 
not go down the Cumberland river, when sum- 
moned to put down a riot, perhaps of boatmen, 
until (he exigency had passed. If the Governor 
commands in person, he must lie obeyed; if he is 
not present, then the power is vested in one who 
has lieen selected in the county, and this certainly 
affords the very l>est machinery to preserve tran- 
quillity in every section. But the Home Guard 
thus organised would be worthless atal powerless 
without being provided with arms, and this law 
would be as great a mockery, without giving 
tbem, as to appropriate money to purchase them 
without tsking effective means to obtain it. He 
had, therefore, asked for half of the arms which 
were to be purchased, if possible, and that the 
public sentiment demanded a full distributios I as 
I wen evinced by the fact that individual counlif 1 
have asked to be clothed wi ll the power to trm 
themselves at their own expense. 

In the House this morning the Senate bill to 
amend the charter of Louisville was passed. It 
repeals that portion of the act approved last Wed- 
nesday which prevents the issue of warrants when 
there it no money in the treasury to meet them. 
Mr. Hitt hsd read h> information a resolution re- 
questing Judge Monroe of the Federal Court not 
to hold any of its sessions during the year, but 
leave wat not granted for its in' reduction. The 
Military bill was then resumed, Mr. liurnjm 
having temporarily withdrawn his motion to 
strike out all the appropriations for camp training. 
This left the question on Mr. Goodloe '» a meed- 
men t reducing the camp appropriation fram 
$.i;00,0li0 to tiriO.OtW. Mr. Cnderwood proposed 
a- a substitnte the sum of tJOO.OOO for the par- 
chase of Urge cannon, mortars, and tbe eroctien 
of an armory for the manufacture or repair of 
guns and implements of war to lie expended ur- 
<l*r the direction of the Commissioners as the last 
interests of the State may* dictate Mr. Machen 
opposed this in a speech directed principally upon 
the wisdom and experience of Mr. L'nderwooe in 
all matters but those of a military character, and 
endeavoring to impair the great influence whi. h 
that venerable gentleman p wsesses in the lloise. 
The effort to convict him of inconsistency and of 
shifting his position signally failed when Mr. 1. 
took the tloir in explanation. It is needless to 
occupy time in reference to this matter, for the 
criticism of Mr. Machen and the charge of ovu- 
lation have very little reference to the merits or 
demerits of the bill under discutsion. 

Mr. Harrison moved an amen Iment to Ixate 
tbe propo ed armory at Lebanon. Mr. Huikier 
intimated that ihere was a probability that such 
wolk might be doneexpeditiously at tbe Penittc- 
tiary here. 

Mr. Kwing had a good word to say concernkig 
llillman s Iron Works in Lyon county, and Mr. 
Hurnam for the admirable qualities of the iron in 
Kstill county, which was largely used at llarptr s 
Ferry, but he thought the location should lie 1-ft 
to the discretion of the Commissioners, Itoftro 
whom all the rival cl lims might lie urged. The 
amendment was rejected by H to 118. Mr. 
Machen then moved for I he locati m at llillman s 
Iron Works, which he said were fifty seven mlr- 
from the mouth of the Cumberland and no eneny 
could ever get up to them through Lyon county. 
Mr. Hodge thought his city of Newport hail su- 
perior claims a* it had many works in active ope- 
ration with facilities for tho erection of as many- 
more as might lie rnpiisite. Mr. Husbands a.lvo- 
ctted the llillman Works, ami was c Is 1 by Mr. 
Jacob if the people in that section were not for 
secession. Mr. IL replied lhat he believed a it i- 
j itity were, and for that reason the location was 
the I >est for keeping the arms out of tbe hands of 
the It! nk Abolitionists. Hid the gentleman from 
Oldham (Mr. Jacob) want to place them within 
the reach of the Alsditionistt? Mr. Jacob rose to 
reply, and said all the ideas, thoughts, and aWhV 
lest the dreams, if they could be known, of soaie 
gentlemen here were full of this idea of at»4i- 
lion. The I n al people of this S'ate were not ab- 
olitionists — did the gentleman denounce these 
loyal citizens as alsditionist:? He (Mr. i ) 
wanted an armory, if built, to be I. catrd among 
loyal citizens, loval to the Constitution uf the 
I'nited States and lo Kentucky. Mr. Husband's 
in his reply, said he was not in favor of tbo sc- 
e. siion of the State. 

Mr. Wolfe remind, d the House of the ad- 
vice given by the citizens of a once beleag- 
uered city as to the best way of fortify- 
ing it, the merchant advi«ed packing- boxis, 
the > handler candid ts.xes, and thecurrier thought 
leather wat the very best thing for fortifications. 
Thus all the locations were dictated by interest, 
and on that principle hs might advocate the 
claims of Lniiuville, where the l>est mechanics ard 
the largest facilities could lie obtained. A vote 
on llillman s Works rejected them by M to It. 
The substitute of Mr. Cnderwood was then 
adopted by 4'J to tt> 

The next amendment offend by Mr. Goodloe 
was that embracing the names of the Commis- 
sioners, viz: Gen. Uuckner, Samuel Gill, .lain»s 
Speed, II. L Todd, and Warner I- I'mlerwiwd. 
Mr. Harrison moved lo amend by inserting Gen. 
Huckner, Abraham Hufoid, and Samuel toll, 
making the commission consist of three. This 
amendment wss adopted. 1/ to «, Mr. Ariel! 
then moved as a substitute. Gov. Magi llin, Satu- 
rn I Gill, II. L Todd, George T. Wood, ami Peter 
Dudley. This was adopted, 48 to Iti. Mr. Har- 
rison offered as an amendment to strike out the 
name of 1'eter Dudley and insert that of General 
Buckner, and at this point the previous question 
was demanded but not sustained, 18 to 17. Mr. 
Harrison I amendment was then adopted, 18 to 
47, making the commission stand tbe G iverr.or, 
Inspector General. Samuel Gill, 11. I Todd, and 
George T. Wood. Mr. Leach conceived that Mr. 
Ti d I, who was now sheriff of Franklin county, 
was inei gihle, ai d moved to strike out his name, 
which was rejected, I'.t to 17. Tbeques:ion theti 
came up on the sulwtitute in liiu of the original 
proposi ion, that it to strike out the lliree Cm- 
mis- ioners consisting of Ihe Governor, Inspector- 
General, and Chief- Knginoer and inserting the 
live gentlemen last named, which was lost by a 
tie vole, 48 to 18. I may here remark that tbe 
acces-ion of one to the aggregate vote to day was 
that of Mr. Croxton, who reached here this morn- 
ing for Ihe first time during the called session. 
An additional section raising the pay of the Adju- 
tant-General to *800 ard the (iaartermaater- 
General to t«'^H) was adopted. 

Mr. F.wing moved to strike out forty as the mini- 
mum age of the Home Guard and insert forty- live, 
pending which a m 'lion to adjourn was negat ived, 
48 to 47. Mr. Huckner moveil to take a recess 
until 3 o'clock, and Mr. Leach asked a call "f Ihe 
House. Mr. Gaither agiin moved an adjourn- 
ment, which was adopted, I!* to 17, and so th« 
House stands a«'j mrned until Monday morning 
This lias Iwen a hard day s light, and the seces 
aionists are in high feather at their temporary 
success. They have the Commissioners to suil 
them, and the refusal to take a recess till this af 
ternoon protracts the session. The general (lis 
inclination to trust Ihe executive and military- 
men exclu.-ively with the distribution of money 
may probably induce the Senatetoail.pt anew 
bill entirely from that which the House se 
likely to adopt. If so, there may s'ill I 
chance to meet the req iirements of the public 
sentiment on this question of arming tho State 
for neutrality and not to precipitate secjssion.
